WILLIAMS did not 
n SWALD but recalls his sppeszrance and now recognizes 
him as the man whose .photegraph has been in the newspapers 
recently. He recalls OSWALD was not a skilled laborer and 
he discouraged OSWALD's efforts to obtain a job through the j 
AFL-CIO. He thinks he told CSWALD that OSWALD would have 
to join a union in order to secure a jebo and OSWALD said 
he would do so if he cculd get a jeb. WILLIANS does not 
‘recall any other details as to,his. conversation with 
OSWALD but he believes OSWALD was alone at the time he 
was in the AFL-CIO affice., He did not refer OSWALD to any 
local office of the AFL-CIO that he .can recall. WiLLIAUS 
recalls OS¥ALD was in his effice only a short time but 
again returned to his office some week or two after the 
first visit. OSWALD was told that WILLIAMS could not help 
him secure a job. 
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There are five cther emplovees in WILLIAMS' office 
and WILLIAMS does not know whether or not these employees 
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recall CSWALB. WILLYANS has made a thorough gearch 
office in an effort to locate the letter he receive 
OSWALD and can not find this letter.

E. HEH. WILLIANS, Regional Director, Region #7, AFL-CIO, 
226 Carondelet Street, advised that during April or May, 1963, 
his office received 2 handwritten letter addressed-to the 
Regional Office of AFL-CIO, from 20 individual named (first 
name not recalled: OSWALD who said in the letter that he 
wanted an opportunity to come to that office and talk to 
Someone about getting « job. WILLIAMS cannot remember the 
contents of the letter ond said he believes it mentioned 
in the letter that the writer, OSWALD, said he was born and 
raised in New Orleans. WILLIAMS said he thinks the letter wes 
_ postmarked New Orleszas. He said he has thoroughly searched 
his papers and the entire file in his office and has not been 
able to locate this letter. He said this is not unusual inasmuch 
as his usual procedure in letters not pertaining to his business 
is to throw them away 2fter reading then. 


WILLIAMS was shown. a photograph of LEER HARVEY OSWALD 
taken by the New Orleans Police Department on August 9, 1963, 
and positively identified OSWALD as the individual who cane 
to his office a few days after the letter signed OSWALD was 
received. WILLIAMS s3id CSVALD came into the office, spoke 
to his secretary, and she immediately referred him to WILLIAMS. 
.WILLIAMS said OSWALD told him he was looking for a job and 
thought that maybe WILLIAWS or nis org3nization could heip 
him find one. WILLIAMS szked him if he was a member of the 
union and OSWALD ticld him he had never belonged to a union. 
WILLIAMS asked him if he had 3ry type of skill but from his 
conversation with OSWALD, OSWALD icdicated that he did not 
have any particular skill. WILLIAMS told him that he could 
not help him nor could ke send him to anyone in the union 
inasmuch as he did not have'a Skill in any particular field. 





WILLIAMS asked OSWALD if he had gone to the U. S. 
Employment Service {USES} and OSWALD replied that he had not. 
WILLIAMS said as he recalls, te did call the USES and contacted 
a JI:QY MESSINA and told him OSVALD was in his office and he 
would appreciate it if he would speak to him at the employment 
service and get him a job if possible. WILLIAMS said young 
fellows frequently come to tis office for work aad if they co 
not belong to the unioa or nave a particular skill it is his 
usual procedure to refer them to the USES.
